extent from a new fad of tho physician 
that is growing rapidly, I regret to say, " 
said mi apothecary. 
"In old times, of 


course, it was quite usual for medical 
practitioners to put up their own pro- 
scriptions. Oddly enough, they aro tak- 
ing up tho practice again in a fresh 
form. 
They do not prepare tho medi- 


cines they proscribe, but a good many 
of them they givu to their patients in 
tho shape of pills. 
For example, you

of writing a prescription for it, he gives 
you half a dozen little tablets aud tells 
you to call again in a couple of days.

It might seem to you

to begin with, that they got tho pills or 
tablets at wholesale rates, so that the 
cost is not very great. 
Nasty doses aro 


no longer in fashion, and a large num- 
ber of remedies—particularly tho coal 
tar preparations—are puf up, nowadays^ 
in tho shape J speak of. 


"Dr. Squills gives you six tablets and 


tells you to come back ou Friday. 
In 


that way lie secures another visit from 
you and rates in an additional $2. That 
is whore his profit comes in. Further- 
more, if your friend Mrs. Eobbins hap- 
pen^ to bo gujierirjgs. from symptoms 
similar to your own, you cannot furnish, 
her with some of the piljs, which have 
done you so much Bood, as yon could do 
if you had a proscription. You can, only 
recommend her to Dr. Squills, who 
scoops in another foe. 
So you can see 


for yourself that this plan, while do- 
cidodly injurious to, pur trade, is a great 
help to the doctors. In one way it works 
well. 
Not having a prescription, the 


patient cannot obtain indefinite quanti- 
ties of tho medicine by having it put up 
again aud again at the apothecary's. It 
is iu that manner more than any other 
that people acquire dangerous drug hab- 
its. 


"To such a point of development haa 


this new fad of the physicians arrived 
that groat factories are kopt busy turn- 
ing out tablets and pills for Bale to doo 
tors only. The firms that own these es- 
tablishments scud agents all over the 
country to solicit tho patronage of med- 
ical men. 
From the latter they obtain 


orders for tho doses in small compass at 
so much per 1,000 or 10,00.0, put up in 
bottles pr boxe'a, The pills are carefully 
prepared according to formulas of rec- 
ognized value, drugs of the best quality 
being employed."—St. ' Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

FLOUNDER STRIKING. 


A SPORT OF THE NEGROES OF THE 


SOUTHERN COAST. 


It Puzzler a WMte Man, but the Barky Can 


Hit a Flounder With Ills Spear Where 
You Would See Only Mud—The Expert 
Fisherman Never M1*,NC» Ills Flali. 


Did you ever "strike" a flounder? 


[Probably not unless you have lived or 
passed some time ou the coast of the 
southern states. 


One lovely August evening, just be- 


fore sunset, as I stood on the back porch 
,»f our Rummer home on the coast of 
Houth Carolina, I noticed that our boy 
Bob, a groat big black cheerful looking 
fellow about ) 9 years old, as lazy a ras- 
cal and as big a thief as his whole raco 
could produce, seemed to bo very busy 
over a boat at the little wharf only a 
short distance from the house, and as 
I stood there watching him the mystery 
Was explained. 


Noticing that I was watching him 


with a good deal of interest, he came 
up to the steps, and removing the tat- 
tered rim of what was once a felt hat 
said: 


"Boss man, I'zo goiu 'strikin' floun- 


der tonight. Like to go 'long? It's easy 
'null', " he said. "Jest put on olo close 
that don't matter 'bout wettin, and I'll 
call for you aftor Mipper.'' 


After having linished supper and en- 


joyed a cigar and a stroll on the beach, 
watching the bathers in the surf and 
spying n distant sail on the horizon, I 
proceeded to dress for the occasion. Tak- 
ing Bob's advice, I selected an old pair 
of baseball shoos, an ancient pair of 
cai'let trousers that had stood the test of 
many a dress parade—a relic of my 
"rut" yoar—a cap of tho same descrip- 
tion and a flannel shirt and a heavy 
coat, for it was cool ou tho water after 
sunset, even in midsummer, not forget- 
ting to take a good supply of tobacco 
and a pipo to keep off the gnats and 
sand flies and a plug of chewing tobao- 
co for my companion. Negroes always 
claim to bo out when a white man is 
around. 


I joined Bob at the back door, and we 


made our way down to the lauding. 
Here wo found a largo flat bottomed 
ecow, on 0110 side of which was fixed an 
old grate, in which a lire was burning 
fiercely, while at the other end was a 
huge pile of dry oak, with plenty of fat 
pine for kindling. 
Standing in the 


boat was a colored boy of about tho same 
size and blackness of my attendant, 
whom Bob designated to mo as "my 
mammy's sister Sally's boy Kufo. " 


Greeting the grinning Eufus, who re- 


plied by scraping the bottom of tho boat 
with one foot, while ho touched where 
his hat would have been had he worn 
any, for no such article encumbered his 
woolly crown, wo all made ourselves 
comfortable, Bob standing at tho bow, 
Rufus at the Btern, with a polo, while I 
was invited to take tho middle seat near 
the fire and requested to keep the boat 
clear of water, which as soon as wo be- 
gan our journey rushed through tlu 
many crevices with astonishing rapid- 
ity. 


Tho night was very dark, but lighted 


by our lire wu begun, to follow the shoro, 
and our flat bottom enabled us to keep 
in very close. 
And now came to me 


what was the strangest part of tho pro- 
ceeding. Bob, standing, as I have said, 
in the bow, armed with a striking polo, 
which is simply a heavy rod about 8 
feet long, with a two pronged fork at 
one cud, kept his eyes fixed on the wa- 
ter, which was brightly lit tip for sov 
eral feet in front of tho boat, while he 
held the polo raised in his right hand. 
All at once, and without a word, he 
suddenly thrust the rinln into Hin \vn.rflv 
in front of him, and with a chuckle of 
triumph dashed the pole into tho bot- 
tom of tho boat, and struggling and 
splashing around was a dark flat object 
about a foot lovig, with two groat gap- 
ing wounds made by tho prongs of tho 
fork.

Thoro is positive record 


that lighthou.ses wore built m ancient 
times, though fow evidences now ro- 
main to us from old writers or in crum- 
bled rniuH. This is not strange, for light 
towers, rnjvt r tho most stalilo architec- 
tural form, vern exposed to tho slorms 
of sea and war. 


Tho Greeks attributed 1ho first light- 


houses to Hercules', and ho was consid- 
ered tho protector of voyagers. It is 
claimed by some that Homer refers to 
lighthouses in tho nineteenth book of 
the "Iliad." 


Virgil mentions a light on a temple 


to Apollo which, visible far out at soa, 
•warned and guided mariners. 
Tlio Co 


lossus at Rhodes, erected about l!00 B. 
C., is said to havo shown a signal light 
from its uplifted hand. 


Tho oldest .^wers known were built 


by tho Libyans in lower Egypt. 
They 


wero temples also, and tho lightkecper 
priests taught pilotage, hydrography 
and navigation. 
Tho famous tower on 


tho islo of Pharos, at Alexandria, built 
about 285 B. C., is tho first lighthouse 
of undoubted record. 
This towor, con- 


structed by Sostratus, tho architect, was 
square iu plan, of great height and built 
in offsets. 
An open brazier at tho top 


of tho tower contained the fuel for tho 
light. 
At Dover and Boulogne, on ei- 


ther side of the English channel, wero 
ancient lighthouses built by the Romans. 
But rhn hghtbonco nt Ooruiilia, foJJUilj., 
built in tho reign of Trajan aud recon- 
structed in 1C34, is believed to be tho 
oldest 
existing 
lighthouse.—E. 
P.
